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HISTORY OF 
BROOKLYN LAW 


SCHOOL 


At the turn of this century, Norman P. Hef- 
fley, the founder of the Heffley School of Busi- 
ness, decided that the time had come for the 
Borough of Brooklyn to have its first law school. 
Acting on the request of Heffley, William 
Payson Richardson, an 1895 graduate of the 
University of Maryland Law School who had 
recently authored a textbook on commercial 
law, took on the challenging task of establishing 
Brooklyn Law School in 1901. Mr. Heffley be- 
came the President of the Board of Trustees and 
Richardson was named Dean, a position he was 
to hold with distinction until his death in 1945. 

The first classes were held in 1901 in the 
basement of the Heffley School Building on 
Ryerson Street. There were 13 students in the 
first-year class and five students in the second- 
year class, including Francis X. Carmody, who 
later co-authored the Carmody-Wait Treatise on 
New York Practice. 

In 1902, Brooklyn Law School moved to new 
facilities in a brownstone on Montague Street. In 
1903, to secure degree-conferring authority for 
its first graduating class, the School became 
affiliated with St. Lawrence University in Can- 
ton, New York. 

In 1904, the Law School moved its head- 
quarters to the Brooklyn Eagle Building on 
Washington Street, the location it maintained 
until 1928. Due to rapid growth during these 
formative years, it became apparent that the 
School needed to erect its own building. Thus, in 
1928, Brooklyn Law School moved into the first 
of its specially designed buildings, this one lo- 
cated at 375 Pearl Street. The School remained 
in this building, Richardson Hall, for the next 40 
years. Although Brooklyn Law School has long 
since moved away, the building still stands and 
presently houses the Brooklyn Friends School, a 
private secondary educational facility. 

In addition to co-founding and leading Brook- 
lyn Law School for 45 years, Dean Richardson 
was a prolific legal scholar., His legal textbooks 
included Richardson on Commercial Law, 
Richardson on Contracts, Selected Cases 
in Evidence, Guaranty and Suretyship and 
Law of Evidence. His most notable work, 
however, was Richardson on Evidence, lat- 
er revised by the late Dean Emeritus Jerome 
Prince and, presently, by Professor Richard 
Farrell.

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The 1930s were prosperous years for the 
Law School. Student enrollment grew to well 
over 1,500. During the Great Depression, few 
law students could afford the luxury of full-time 
study during the day; consequently, the School's 
evening program thrived in these years. In 
1937, Brooklyn Law School was approved by 
the American Bar Association. 

Dean Richardson died in 1945, and Justice 
William B. Carswell, still a sitting judge of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court of 
New York, was appointed Dean. As a result of 
stringent fiscal management and implementa- 
tion of a highly successful refresher law program 
for returning war veterans, the Law School 
survived the financially difficult post-war years 
Enrollment increased dramatically, and the 
School moved into a new era of great pros- 
perity. 

In 1953 Dean Carswell died. Jerome Prince, 
who had served as Vice Dean and Associate 
Dean since 1945 and had been a member of the 
faculty since 1934, became Dean. Dean Prince 
was the most distinguished member of the Law 
School’s Class of 1933. He was a founding 
member and editor-in-chief of the Brooklyn 
Law Review, president of his class, and 
graduated first in his class. 

During Dean Prince s tenure, the pro- 
grams of the School were developed along 
their present lines, the faculty was expand- 
ed, the library was rebuilt and the endow- 
ment fund was substantially augmented. In 
the mid-1960s, Judge Henry L. Ughetta, the 
then-president of the Law School's Board of 
Trustees, working with Dean Prince, con- 
ceived the idea for a new Law School build- 
ing and raised the funds for its construction. 
In 1968, the ground was broken on the site 
of the old Supreme Court Building at 250 
Joralemon Street. In 1969, Brooklyn Law 
School moved into this modem ten-story 
building which was designed by the archi- 


* tects who conceived Shea Stadium. 


Dean Prince, who died in 1988, also had 
an outstanding record in legal scholarship 
and in public service. To this day, he is still 
considered to have been the preeminent au- 
thority on evidence in the State of New 
York. Additionally, he served as chief coun- 
sel to the New York State Joint Legislative 
Committee on Court Reorganization, as a 
member and later chairman of the New 
York City Conciliation and Appeals Board, 
as senior consultant to the Law Revision 
Commission in the preparation of a Code of 
Evidence for New York and as an active 
member of the American Bar Association. 


In 1971, Jerome Prince retired as Dean and 
was succeeded by Raymond E. Lisle, a member 
of the faculty and former Foreign Service Of- 
ficer who had served in the United States De- 
partment of State in many capacities, including 
Minister at Belgrade, Deputy Assistant Secre- 
tary and Director for Relations with Eastern 
Europe. Dean Lisle’s administration won mem- 
bership for the School in the Association of 
American Law Schools in 1973. 

Other achievements during the Lisle admin- 
istration were the conversion of the curriculum 
from one which was almost entirely prescribed 
to a broad elective program after the first year 
of study; a large growth in faculty with broad 
background and experience; expansion of the 
clinical programs; development of joint degree 
programs; the establishment of a professional 
placement and career planning office, and the 
founding of the Brooklyn Journal of Inter- 
national Law. During his deanship, Dean 
Lisle served s vice president of the Foreign 
Bondholders Protective Council, Inc. and as 
chairman of the Association of American 
Law Schools’ International Law Section. De- 
an Lisle resigned in 1977, but continued to 
teach until his death in 1994. 

I. Leo Glasser, a Family Court Judge and 
member of the School's faculty, succeeded 
as Dean in 1977. He implemented several 
innovations in the School’s academic pro- 
gram, including the introduction of a unique 
research and writing program, and launched 
the Annual Fund Campaign.Dean Glasser 
resigned to become a Judge of the United 
States District Court, Eastern District of New 
York. 

David G. Trager became the Law School's 
sixth dean in 1983. During his tenure, the 
school experienced a period of tremendous 
progress, reflected in the growth and size 
and stature of the faculty, the implemen- 
tation of innovative clinical and skills train- 
ing programs, the acquisition of several res- 
idence halls in Brooklyn Heights, and the 
construction of a major addition to the 
School’s main building. He retired as dean 
when he was appointed by President Clin- 
ton to serve as a judge of the United States 
District Court for the Eastern District of New 
York. 

John G. Wexler, the seventh and current 
dean, is the first woman to head the Law 
School in its nearly 100-year history. 

Since its founding in 1901, Brooklyn Law 
School has served as a training ground for 
distinguished members of the bar and the 
bench. Its Alumni Association, which is over 
50 years old, now numbers some 13,500.

SOUTHEASTERN FLOOD

It also allows the death penalty for 60 
additional federal crimes, including drive-by shooting and carjacking deaths. As for the money, the law 
authorizes billions of dollars over six years to build prisons and hire more police. Attorney General Janet 
Reno said that 20,000 new police officers should be on the streets by 1996.

Newt Gingrich, a conservative congressman from Georgia, was elected as the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. As the leader of the new Republican-controlled Congress, Gingrich 
set forth his “Contract With America” that included welfare reform, middle-class tax cuts 
Congressional term limits and legal reform When Congress convened on January 4, 1995 
Gingrich promised that “we're going to do marvelous things in '95.”

The Brooklyn Law School Battered Women’s Project is a student-run organization dedicated to providing assistance to battered women, We are a 
group of over 50 men and women who have been trained in the family and criminal law aspects of domestic violence issues by professors from our 
school and attorneys from the Brooklyn Bar Association’s Volunteer Lawyers Project. The group formed in the fall of 1993, and has grown 
dramatically, 

Our primary commitment is to organizing and staffing a legal helpline for battered women, a service previously provided by pro bono attomeys. 
Students work closely with practicing attorneys, as well as Family Law Clinic Professor Caroline Kearney. Students volunteer for three-day phone 
shifts, during which they retrieve messages from the Brooklyn Bar Association’s answering machine through remote access. The students then 
return the women’s calls and answer legal questions and make referrals. 

We have also instituted an Attorney Matching Program, in which particular students work with an attorney on pro bono cases for indigent 
battered women that deal with issues such as. divorce and custody. A new project, Friends of the Court, is in the works. Through this project, 
students will accompany women to court to facilitate the process of obtaining temporary orders of protection. In this way, students can put a human 
face on the legal system, an intimidating, confusing, and often disheartening process for abused women, 

In order to participate in the programs, students must attend the training programs that are held throughout the year. Many of these trainings 
cover substantive and procedural law, such as that of divorce, child support, and paternity. There are also trainings on the social and psychological 
issues of domestic violence, and strategies in handling the helpline phone calls. 

Last spring, the Battered Women’s Project was chosen to be the recipient of the “1994 New York State Bar Association’s President’s Pro-Bono 
Law Student Group Service Award,” and an award plaque was presented to us during the Law Day ceremonies in Albany. In addition, we have 
been recognized in the New York State Bar Journal and spotlighted in The Pro Bono Connection, which is the newsletter of the Brooklyn Bar 
Association Volunteer Lawyers Project.

The Brooklyn Law Review selects members in four different ways: grades, a best brief competition, a first-year writing competition and 
on an open note submission basis. First-year students will learn more about the process as the year progresses. Full-time and part-time 
students in good academic standing are invited to participate in the Review’s candidacy program during the summer following the first 
year. Timely submission of a well-written Case Comment and superior academic credentials are the major criteria for acceptance to 
membership on the Review. Once accepted, each staff member is required to submit a cogently written piece, with the assistance of senior 
staff editors, which may be published during the academic year.

Brooklyn Law students founded Brooklyn Law Students for the Public Interest (BLSPI) in the Fall of 1990 to increase the opportunities 
for BLS students to practice public interest law and to help meet the legal needs of underrepresented individuals. Ninety-five percent of 
the legal work done today serves only five percent of the population, leaving ninety-five percent of the population with their legal needs 
unmet. Our organization is dedicated to taking practical steps that allow BLS students to equalize the disparity while gaining valuable 
legal experience. 

Many law students who are interested in working in public interest jobs are unable to do so because of the high cost of law school. 
BLSPI helps by distributing Student Fellowships, which all students are eligible to receive. Last year, we were able to grant six summer 
fellowships, enabling those students to take jobs that otherwise pay little or no salary. Our fellowships are funded solely through our own 
fundraising efforts. Last year we raised $24,000 at three events: a fall raffle, a spring Work-a-Day drive (at which students and faculty are 
asked to pledge a day’s salary), and our biggest event of the year, the BLSPI auction! 

In addition to providing fellowships, BLSPI is involved in several outreach projects, which allow students to get involved with different 
legal issues. BLSPI is also actively seeking expansion of BLS’ Loan Forgiveness Program, to serve students taking low-paying public 
interest jobs after graduation. 

Lastly, BLSPI generally organizes at least one Speaker’s Forum per semester. This year, the Fall Forum coincided with a nationwide 
satellite broadcast from the Alliance for Justice, based in Washington, D.C., focusing on the role of public interest advocacy in the ’90s.

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The student intern is an integral component of the Senior Citizen Law Office of the Elderlaw Clinic, which since 1977, has provided free civ | 
legal services to the elderly Manhattan residents. 

Interns represent clients, working directly with, and under the supervision of five experienced faculty /staff attorneys. They perform many of 
the duties and responsibilities of attorneys in a fully functioning law office. Activities include interviewing, counseling, negotiation, fact 
investigation and case preparation, legal research, drafting of pleadings, and pre-trial motion and discovery practice. Interns attend all legal 
proceedings and, whenever possible, directly represent clients at various stages of court and administrative matters, including calendar calls, 
motion and emergency order to show cause hearings, trials and appeals. 

The program handles a substantial caseload at the administrative, trial and appellate levels, in city, state and federal forums. Students 
experience in-depth involvement in a wide range of legal matters, including: housing and eviction issues; government benefits and entitlements; 
health care; consumer protection; bankruptcy; family and matrimonial; wills preparation and execution; advance directives (power of attorney, 
living will and health care proxy); protective services for the impaired and at-risk; Article 81 guardianship proceedings; abuse and exploitation of 
senior citizens; and other miscellaneous civil impacting upon clients. In addition, each student is also responsible for completing one special 
project involving a general issue of concern to the program and those it represents.
